tile Ohio RJvtr Badly Gorged at JufTer- 


KonvltJe. 


JKPFHRSONVILLB, Intl., Feb. 13.—Tho 


Ohio river continues badly gorged at 
tbis point, aud, having fallen, the cur- 
rent is uoi; strong enough now to carry 
tho broken ice over the falls as tha 
harbor boats break it up, and it, lodges 
on the government dam. Should thero 
be a sudden break-up, the probabilities 
are that the ooal fleets uow anchored 
above this city, belonging to Captain J. 
T. Duffy and to Cook & Huffman, 
would almost be swept out of existence. 
The first has 3,500,000 bushels on board, 
and the latter 1,100,000 bushels. 


So heavy is the ice that the steamer 


J. C. Bishcr, though a heavy towboat, 
in trying to break it, ran upon it sev- 
eral times, and hnng up for minutes 
before the floes would break off. In 
places the gorge is over 20 feet deep. 
Another gorge has formed at Wolf 
creek, IS miles below hero. This is tho 
place wheie the great gorge of 1878 
formed, running the river up 15 feet in 
two hours and stranding a uurnber of

tako* too place of the WMtera olabrooiu. 
All the current newn and gotwip are here 
circulated and disoDMed over their eat- 
ing or (jumbling. One of their game* ol 
chonoo, which wo havo frequently no- 
ticed, §ecni» to consist in throwing their 
fingers at one another and »houtiug at 
the top ot their voiooa. It is zeally a 
matching ol numbers, for whiuli Uie 
Chinamen make signs on their flngerg 
tip to tho numeral leu. 


Tho Chinese of all nations seem to 


live in ordar to eat, and from this race 
of epicures has developed a nation of 
excellent cooks. Our fare in China, ont- 
•ido the Gobi district, was far better 
tunn in Turkey or Persia, mil for this 
reason wo are better able to endure the 
increased hardships. A plate of sliced 
moat stowed with vegetables and served 
with a piqtmut sancc, sliced radishes! 
and onions, with vinegar, two loaves 
of Chinese mo-iuo, or steamed bread, 
aud a pot of tea would usually cost 
us about 3>4 cents apiece. 
Every- 


thing in China is sliced so that it can be 
eaten with tho chopsticks. These we at 
length learned to manipulate with Bufil- 
cieiit dexterity to pick up n. dove's egg, 
tho highest attainment iu the chop- 
stick art. The Chinese havo rather a 
sour than a sweet tooth. Sugar is rarely 
used iu anything, and never in tea. The 
steeped tea flowers, which the higher 
classes use, aro really more tatty with- 
out it. —Century.

Tho gas is burning there 
constantly and caus,os a heat which, 
added to that of the fires, makes 
these cellars a veritable place of tor 
ture, in which thousaiws oj work- 
men, dripping with feweat, pass the 
greater part of the day in preparing 
thu clisliOH vbicu aro afterward serv- 
ed to us.

no places where more maladies ex- 
ist than in tho Parisian kitchens. 


Two respectable physicians who at- 


tend to tin; medical service of the 
Mutual Aid Society of the Corpora- 
tion of Cooks of Paris ought to know 
something about the matter, and in 
order not to bo taxed with exaggera- 
tion on this subject we cannot do 
fitter than give the testimony ol 
tiiesB medical men. 
Tho cooks ol 


Paris, say these gentlemen, ore not 
only those of Pam, but »!so those of 
tho large cities—for the bygienio con- 
ditions under which theso cooks 
worlf ore everywhere tho same—gen- 
erally nurter from alcoholism, ante- 
mia, rheumatism, iifor complaint, 
pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 
Besides 


nearly all of thorn have varicose 
veins, hernia, nlcersand affections ol 
tho skin. 


These infirmities are so freqnenl 


that, it has been necessary to change 
tbe rules for admission to the society, 
those having tho maladies named 
having been formally refused admis- 
sion. The need of being .constantly 
on their feet OH well as tho Jieat ol 
the fires softens the tissues and di- 
lates the veins. In order to endure 
what they have to undergo and to 
fjiiencli tho thirst which consumes 
them, tho cooks are obliged to drink, 
and as barley water or water mixed 
witli wine or coft'ea does not strength- 
en tliein BufEciently, and as, more- 
over, tho stomach is disordered by 
emanations from the gas and coal, 
they take alcoholic drinks, ver- 
mouth, absinthe and an endless se- 
ries of bitters. Once started ou this 
road, the cooks-become either alco- 
holic or dyspeptic; the liyer is at 
tacked; vomiting nnd chronic diar- 
rhea are frequent. 


Tho sudden variations of tempera- 


ture to which these men, of from 25 
to SU years, nro exposed on quitting 
the range to go outdoors or to the re- 
frigerators prodispotees them to rheu- 
nmtisui and phtuisia. Finally we al 
hide to tho burns, tlie witlows, the 
chaps and ulceratior.s of tho hands, 
which arc customary with dishwash- 
ers aud pot cleaners, to point out that 
such affections are very difficult to 
cure.—Journal des Econ'omistea.
